Report Russian Army on Northern 


Front Has Joined Maximalists and is 
Marching on Petrograd—Kerensky 
Cabinet Members Imprisoned—En- 
tire Turkish Army in Palestine Re- 
treating—British and French Troops 
Nearing Italian Front 


LONDON*. Nov. !>.—That the Russian 
coup d'etat was engineered am! sub- 
sidized by Germany for the purpose of 
eliminating Russia from her enemies 
is the virtually unanimous opinion ex- 
pressed in newspaper editorial com- 
ment, 
A desponenl view of the out- 
look is taken by some commentators, 
while others claim that the triumph 
of the maximalists probably is a pass- 
IIET phase and refuse to believe that 
they represent Russia or that lUissia 


ill agree to a separate peace. 
The times partly blames the Keren- 


sky government for tolerating anarchy 
and says: 
"Premier Kerensky 
never 
showed 
tiimself really able to rule the storm 
and came—to say the least—with dim- 
inished credit out of the Korniloff epi- 
sode. That the real Russia will ever 
consent to a separate 
peace 
of ac- 
quiesce in all the extravagance of the 
oviet manifestors is Impossible to be- 
lieve."

Reports from German sources today 


furnished virtually the only fresh news 
regarding the situation

where the maximalists are in control 
of Betrogrrad and are appealing to the 
army to support it "against imperial- 
istic attempts." until it has obtained 
"a democratic peace." 


One of these reports, which was en- 


tirely without confirmation, was that 
Premier Kerensky. who left the capi- 
tal before the extremists gained the 
ascendency, had been arrested. 


The other report, also of German 


origin and similarly unconfirmed, de- 
clared the Russian army on the north- 
ern front had joined in the maximalist 
movement and was marching on Pet- 
rograd. 
Cabinet Members Imprisoned 


The great majority of the members 


o£ the Kerensky cabinet were made 
prisoner by the maximalists when the 
winter palace, in which they had tak- 
en refuge, was bombarded by cruisers 
and its defenders compelled to sur- 
render. • They are in the ..fortress of 
St. Peter and St. Paul and will be tried 
for complicity in the Korniloff revolt, 
the 
maximalists 
announce. 
General 


Korniloff himself is also to be brought 
to the fortress for trial by a military 
tribunal, they declare. 


Unofficial opinion in allied capitals 


seems to be that the Maximalist at- 


tempt to guide the destines of Russia 
will be short lived. Civil war with the 
most conservative elements of Russia 
opposed to the extremists of Petrograd 
is not looked for and in some quartern 
it is thought that even now Kerensky 
at the head of loyal troops .may bo 
marching against the Bolshevist. 


Lenine Lends Maximalists 


News despatches received from Pe-

000 in France and as many more in 
other countries. 


"Germany prepared 
even 
to 
the 


minutest detail for this war. 
Why. 


she even had 
invoices 
from 
other 


countries sent through her banks and 
tho details of every shipment were 
noted. 
Business houses were bought 


in other countries. 
In Italy, Germany 


controlled 70 per cent, of the business 
of the country ut the outbreak of the 
war. 
Why did tho Germans put up 


such a stiff battle at VerdimV 
Be- 


cause there are iron mines there and 
these, 
linked 
with, Germany's coal 


mines would make 
her commercial 


mistress after the war. 


"The second road along which Ger- 


many planned to carry this war was 
by her highly li-oveloped spy system. 
Every action in Germany is based on 
an accurate knowledge of what the 
other fellow is doing or intends to do. 
The first German spy who was shot 
in London had been a barber in Eng- 
land for three years before the out- 
break of the war. 
He had been set 


up in business by tho government. 
All ho knew about 
the 
spy system 


was that at a certain time, one man 
would hand him a paper or package 
which ho was to pass on to a third 
man at anotlier stated time. Outside 
of that, the whole German spy system 
of which he was a part was a mys- 
tery to him. And so it was with ev- 
ery German spy. 
If ho were caught 


and forced to confess, his knowledge 
could implicate only two other men. 
It was a highly developed system as 
a whole, hut the. individuals were un- 
realizing cogs. 


"A cut-glass factory six miles from 


the foremost fortress on the Mouse 
line was blown up in the early days 
of the war and in the ruins was found 
an emplacement for a 42-centimetre 
gun. 
All the Germans had to do was 


to roll up their gun and start firing. 
There was a number of hunting shacks 
along the coast of Belgium before the 
war and these, also, were nothing more 
or less than gun emplacements. I be- 
lieve that there is one of these em- 
placements hidden along the coast of 
Cape Cod. 
No schoolhouse has been 


built in Germany for the past 20 years 
without the approval of the German 
general start. 
They must be capable 


of being turned into hospitals at the 
shortest notice. 
And so with every 


factory in Germany; it is merely a 
disguised ammunition factory. 


"But tho whole trouble with the Ger- 


man system was that it ' was not as 
fine as that of the French. The Ger- 
mans were in too much of a hurry i.o 
boast and tell what they had done and 
what they were going to do. The Ger- 
mans discovered poison gas and as 
BOOH as they had a small quantity of 
it made they had to use it right 


away. 
If they had waited .until a 


sudlclent amount had been made they 
might ' hiive 
gone 
right 
through 


Franco and'driven everything: before 
them. 
But they couldn't wait." 


Mr. Balch then went into a. detailed 


description of what happened to tho 
German man when "Del- Tag" arrived. 
Every German had been prepared for 
this day years in advance and when 
the signal was given they were reac'y 
for 
it. 
Little shacks similar to tl e 


polling booths in this country woi'u 
stationed all over 
the 
country and 


when the alarm was sounded the Ger- 
man rushed to his particular shack 
without even stopping to get his hat. 
If ho were a minute late he was se- 
verely 
reprimanded. 
A 
key 
WHS 


clamped around his neck as a means 
of identification and he was pent off 
without seeing or speaking with his 
loved ones. 
Mr. Balch epitomized tho reason for 


Germany's failure to make good 
her 
boasts in the fact that the "Germans 
havo never known or understood any 
nation on earth except her own. That 
Is why Germany has not won a single 
battle; she has underestimated tho 
tig'htiug spirit of her opponents." 


The speaker sa'td that he had the op- 


portunity of talking with the kaiser 
u'hen he was in Germany and he char- 
acterized the emperor as very keen, 
but soapy and bad-tempered. He con- 
sidered himself God's regent on earth 
and he thinks anyone who resents htm 
insults tho Almighty. 


"The kaiser Is a bad soldier," said 


Mr. Balch, "despite his years of mili- 
tary training. 
He was unwilling 
u> 


leave, the work ot' carrying- on the war 
to his military experts; no, he must do 
it himself. lie has repeated over and 
over again that the future 
of, this 


earth belonged to Germany and Amer- 
ica, but America has offended him and 
ho must give us a good hiding." 


In 
conclusion 
Mr. Balch 
urged 
his listeners do everything in their 
power to oppose the Germans. 
He 


Implored them to cultivate the great- 
est suspicion against every, 
German 
who has not already openly declared 
himself on the side 
of 
the 
United 
States. 


"If you don't do it now," he said,, 


"six months from now, when black 
will be the fashionable color for wom- 
en, you will be ready to take reprisal 
on the nearest German." 


After the address Mr. Balch met the 


members of the club Informally and 
ansvrered a number of questions about 
the war. 
Last evening's lecture was in charge 


of the entertainment committee.

•with iho voting of cities on various 
forms of charters in Tuesday's elec- 
tion, was that I.ymi repudiated the 
commission form of government and 


•' 
adopted a charter 
providing 
for a 


mayor and 
city council 
of 
eleven 


members, one front each ward and 
four at large. 
It also provides for 


a school committee of six. The char- 
ter has a provision for the referen- 
dum and rerall. 


In so voting the city of Lynn has 


• set a fitting example 
to Lowell 
in 


how to improve conditions in refer- 
ence to our city government. 


The commission 
of live 
is 
too 


small. 
The interests 
of a "city of 


111,000 people cannot 
be safely in- 


trusted to a board of three men of 
whom one may be a dictator and the 
other two merely his tools. 


The city of Lynn found the same 


objections to the commission form of 
government as does Lowell. 


The commissioners are paid good 


salaries for devoting their 
time 


the departments under their charge, 
but in many cases they interfere with 
the work of the departments to such 
an extent that they 
demoralize the 


business thereof. 
The old arrange- 


ment under which the head of a de- 
partment would be held strictly re- 
sponsible to the 
mayor 
and 
city 


council was much preferable. 
If he 


did not do his work, he could not sny 
the commissioner prevented him, and 
the mayor, if given the power, could 
easily remove him. 


The city of Lowell needs a. charter 


that will provide a council of about 
fifteen, as we have heretofore 
sug- 


gested. 
There should be one from 


each ward and sis elected at large. 
Such a council, with a mayor exer- 
cising the veto power, would provide 
all the checks and balances of the 
old bicameral system and it would 
a.t the same time overcome the danger 
of placing the 
city's 
interests en- 


tirely 
in the hands 
of three men. 


Besides, it will put an end to the 
dangerous practice of having any set 
of men vote their own appropriations 
and be their own masters in spending 
the money. 


There 
is 
a 
strong 
sentiment 


throughout the cily for such a change 
in the 
charter as will give 
us 
a 


larger council, 
ward representation, 


and make 
possible 
the choice 
of 


more representative 
men. 


The city of Haverhill rejected the 


proposition for 
a charter 
providing 


for a city manager. 
This is but a 


fad that carries some of the worst 
defects of the commission form of 
government to a ridiculous extreme. 
Elect five men of 
mediocre 
ability 


and three of them can choose a man- 
ager -who will 
he a pliant tool 
in 


their hands. To place the city's in- 
terests in the hands of three men is 
ba.d enough, 
but 
it would be still 


worse to commit them to the whim 
of one man—the city manager. 


Haverhill will undoubtedly adopt a 


charter such as Cambridge has at 
present and such as Lowell should 
have in the near future, with a mayor 
vested with some 
authority and a 


thoroughly 
representative 
city rnun- 


cil, not of five but of eleven or fifteen 
members.

The outbreak of revolution led by 


the radicals in Petrograd

Premier Kerensky 


and his cabinet, 
who 
wore 
deter- 


mined to keep on lighting, have been 
deposed or arrested. It is difficult as 
yet to say just how far this outbreak 
will bo sustained in Russia, although 
the people who have already suffered 
much from the war want peace re- 
gardless of the consequences.

consider only their own safety

gets out of the war, the other allies 
must fight on. 
Their task will be

live participant in the war. although 
she cannot operate

front if Russia ceases to fight.

Front Has Joined Maximalists and is 
Marching on Petrograd—Kerensky 
Cabinet Members Imprisoned—En- 
tire Turkish Army in Palestine Re- 
treating—British and French Troops 
Nearing Italian Front 


LONDON, Nov. 9.—That the Russian 
coup d'etat was engineered and sub- 
sidized by Germany tor the purpose of 
eliminating Russia from her enemies 
Is the vlrutally unanimous opinion ex- 
pressed in newspaper editorial com- 
ment. 
A desponent view of the out- 
look is taken by some commentators, 
while others claim that the triumph 
of the maximalists probably is a pass- 
ing phase and refuse to believe that 
they represent Russia or that Russia 
will agree to a separate peace.

prisoner by the maximalists when the 
winter palace, in which they had tak- 
en refuge, was bombarded by cruisers 
arid its defenders compelled to sur- 
render: 
They are in the fortress of 
St. Peter and St. Paul and will be tried 
for complicity in the Korniloff revolt,

Unofficial opinion in allied capitals 


seems to be that the Maximalist

[sguised ammunition factory. 
"But the whole trouble with the Ger- 
man system was that it was not as 
ne as- that of the French. The Ger- 
lans were in too ;much of a hurry to 
oast and tell what they had done and 
hat they were going to do. TheGer- 
lans discovered poison gas and as 
oon as they had a small quantity ot' 
it made they had to use it right. 


away. 
If they had waited until a 
sufllcient amount had been mado they 
might 
have 
gono

France and driven everything before 
them. 
But they couldn't wait." 
Mr. Balch then went into a detailed 
description of wh'at happened to the 
German man when "Der Tag" arrived." 
Every German had been prepared for 
this day years in advance and when 
tho signal was given they were ready 
for it. 
Littlo shacks similar to the 
polling- booths in this country wera 
stationed all over 
the 
country and 
when the alarm was sounded the Gor- 
man rushed to his particular shack 
without even stopping to get his hat. 
If he were a minute late he was se- 
verely 
reprimanded.

clamped around his neck as a means 
of Identification and he was sent oft 
without seeing or speaking with hi 
loved ones. 


Mr. Balch epitomized the reason fo 
Germany's failure to make, good he 
boasts In tho fact that the "German; 
have never known or understood an; 
Tation on earth except her own. Tha 
is why Germany has not won a singh 
battle; she has underestimated tho 
lighting spirit of her opponents." 
The speaker said that he had the op- 
portunity of talking with the kaiser 
when he was in Germany and he char- 
ncterizod the emperor as very keen 
>ut soapy and bad-tempered. 
He con- 
sidered himself God's regent on earth 
ind he thinks anyone who resents him 
nsults the Almighty. 
"The kaiser is a bad soldier," said 
Mr. Balch, "despite his years of mili- 
ary training. 
He was unwilling to 
eave the work of carrying on the war 
o his military experts; no, he must do 
t himself. He has repeated over and 
over again that the future of this 
th belonged to Germany and Amer- 
ca, but America has offended him and 
must give us a good hiding." 
In 
conclusion 
Mr. Balch 
urged 
lis listeners do everything in their 
>ower to oppose the Germans. 
He 
mplored them to cultivate .the great- 
st suspicion against every 
German 


vho has not already openly declared 
limself on the side 
of 
the 
United 
tates. 
"If you don't do it now." he said, 
six months from now, when black 
vill be the fashionable color for wom- 
n, you will be ready to take reprisal 
n the nearest German." 
After the address Mr. Baloh met the 
embers of the club informally and 
nswered a number of questions about 
h e war.

brought him to this city. 


Not n Revolutionist 


He immediately gave out here that 


he was not a revolutionist, although 
his papers in Europe had been devot- 
ed to little else than advocating ris- 
ings against Russia's imperial govern- 
ment. He stated that he was a disci- 
ple of Karl Marx and that his mission 
in life was to bring men into concord. 
Subsequently he told his friends that 
his place was in Russia to help over- 
throw Kerensky.

S. Hewitt fought a persistent tire last

navy and sheltering nearly 51,000,000 
worth of supplies.

Passing craft had seen light under 
the pier much earlier in the evening, 
but believing it to come from a boat 
on tour of inspection, paid no atten- 
tion to it. 
Firemen, said the 
lire 


had been going since 8.30 P. M. 
The first work of the firemen was 
arouse the sergeant and guard of 


24 marines whose quarters they found 
illed with stifling smoke. 
Then they 
lad to. tear a hole 25 or 30 feet square 
the asphalt floor of the pier to 
reach the flames. The fireboat was 
summoned and men from Hook and 
^adder No. 7 went under the pier in 
:mall boats. Meanwhile marines with 
fixed bayonets patrolled the pier to 
keep careful watch over the supplies. 
The Recreation pier has been board- 
in since the beginning-of the war 
and used as a naval supply station. 
Goods were stored there in bulk last 
night and a big navy tug was anchored 
n the river just off the pier. In spite 
of the usual suspicion of possible Ger- 
man plotters it was said officially that 
nothing had been discovered to show 
.he fire had been set. It.is supposed 
to have been set by a. spark from a 
boiler installed for heating purposes 
several weeks ago.
